third Article of the Treaty fully estab- 
lishes the jurisdiction of the Br 
Government over Hor Majesty’ 
jeote, in all onses, civil and criminal, 
in Oorea, Farther, in tho case of com. 
plaints involving @ penalty or oonfisoa- 
tion for breach of the Treaty or its 
regulations —in which oases of 80 
called smuggling are included—will bo 
decided by the British Authorities, The 
tronty negotiated by Admiral Willos 
had ovly a doublfal exterri 
clause, and as some Awerican pol 
cians and newspapers have advocated 
the abaudonment of that priuoiple in 
China aud Japon, it is satisfactory 
that the provision has been clearly 
seoured in this treaty. So, also, is 
the second cliuse in the article now 
under notice, as, by the unratified doo. 
meut, the Oorean authorities would have 
been noousers nnd judges in all oases 
of complaints of infringement of the 
terms of the treaty, The Ports which 
are to be opsned to British trade are 
Tonohunn, Gensan, Fasan and Seoul, the 
capital, with the town of Yanghwachio, 
whioh is not fur from Seoul. Full provi- 
sions, aud we should say of a satisfactory 
character, have been made for the 
establishment of Settlements at these 
places, or the two alternative towns at 
whioh Euglishmen may reside and trade 
should Fasau and Yanghwachin prove 
unsnitable, These are to be managed 
by Oonuoils; and we should say that 
thor would bs e'eoted, and have their 
fanotions defived, on the model upon 
whioh affairs ae conducted here. But 
the most important part of this Article 
is that’ whioh gives British subjects 
“fall liberty to travel and trade in the 
interior of the country.” ‘The liberality 
of this augars well for the polioy whioh 
the Corean Government intends to pure 
sue in its intercourse with foreign 
nations, and compares favourably with 
the gradging way in which the Peking 
ies have dealt with this quese 
tion, The permission places Bugliah= 
men on the same footing as regards 
travel and trading in the interior ap 
Japanese and Chinese. We presume 
that by the following Actiole, 5, British 
subjects obtain the right of transporte 
ing merchandize in British vessels on 
the const, which would have been pro« 
ited to them by the former treaty. 
‘Thus, the Corean Government have not 
only acted justly towards the British 
shipping trade, but an end has been 
put to an insidious attempt on the part 
vf the Obineso and Japanese to cstabe 
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Tish @ monopoly in their own favour, 
‘The foreign aud costing trade of the 
Peninsula will be much more rapidly 
aud fully developed with free and ops 
competition’among shipowners, than if 
they had been handed over to the ten- 
der moroies of one or two semi-govern- 
mental li ‘There will also be fewer 
opport for the establishment 
of fda, and similne assooin- 
‘iota, ow Whisheastriie Poly so” mach 
for their commercial success, It will 
be algo, tint the Corean Gover 
Ineiit ling arranged’ the tontiige dies 
a liberal manner, Under lust year’s 
treaty these would have been at the 
rate of five muce, say $0.66 por ton, 
whorens ships and steamers will now 
only have to pay $0.30 por ton. This 
is © most valuable concession, and can- 
not fail, to benefit the trade of Coren ns 
woll as British shipowners. So, also, 
will the orection of lighthouses, beacons,

the improvomott of anchorages and the 
approachos to open ports, to which all 
the tonnage dues are to be appropriated. 
‘The next four Articles are so briefly 
euimmarized that wo need not notice 
thom at length, But Article X, the 
favoured nation cliuse, appears to want 
the objectionable restrictions in that 
which purported to be a favoured na- 
tion clause in Admiral Willes’s treaty. 
The acnle upon which import and ex- 
port duties are to be levied is simpler, 
and in somo respects slightly more 
favourable to us than that recently 
arranged between the Corean and 
goveruments, and upon the 
ems fair aud not likely to be 
oppressive to commerce. 

Wo have no doubt that when the 
fall details of this treaty are made 
publio thoy will bo fonud as satisfnotory 
as tho abstract makes them appear to 
be. Negotiations conducted in the 
spirit of common senso and business, 
aro protty sure to Lave been oarefully 
‘considered and oxpressed in the tronty. 
Tho result of Sir Harry Parkos’s Inboure 
shows how much depends on the char-

The Bombay Gazette of 26th October 
says :—Woe are sorry to hear that appre 
hensions aro entertained of serious damage 
to the cotton crop from the heavy rain of 
last week. ‘Tho plants throughout the dis- 
tricts where the rain has fallen have, to 
tho untrained eye, a splendid appearance, 
owing to the new shoots consequent on the 
dronching, which the ground has r 
but the cotton-pods have been injured, 
and in many cases broken off. From Akola 
wo hear that it is thought that there will 
be only o ten-anna crop. There was a 
imilar loss in the year 1878, when heavy 
rain fell in November, ‘The cotton-plants 
attained a magnificent growth, but yielded 
only a teu-anna crop,.and hardly that, The 
monsoon-like rain has f 
wide area, and there have boon showe 
far north as Ahmedabad. Injury is appre- 
hended to the crop: expecially of bajreo 
and jowari. It is to be hoped that before 
jous mischief is dono the weather will 
resume its normal condition at this season. 
It is a good sign that though the aky has 
boon more or less overcast during the last 
in Bombay, no rain has sotually 
fallen since Sunday.

But the 
silk trade need not have been large, 
because the Persians had introduced the 
silkworm into their country, .Aristotle 
the ‘tutor of Alexauder describes 
the animal in his Natural History, 
avd silk was certainly manufactured 
then in the island of Cos. The ac- 
count preserved of the Grock voyage 
from the mouth of the Indus to the 
mouth of the Euphrates, made by order 
of Aloxander, speaks of tho silk trade 
with India, and states that silk came 
from couutries farther east. We con- 
clade from this that silk waa exported 
from China in the Inttor part of the 
fourth century before Christ, and India, 
like Persia, may already have intro- 
duced silk among her manufactures at 
that timo, 

The Roman Empiro grently increased 
tho silk trade, Tho rich then grow 
richer, and the uumber of those who 
conld wear expensive clothing was 
much greater, Coohin-China and Cam. 
bodia became Chinese. Cattigara be- 
oame a favorite port for trading 
from India, Silks were taken 
probably by the river of which Franco 
is now straggling to seoure the free 
navigation, ‘They passed through a 
part of Yunnau by the city St$H Yi- 
chow, in the part now known as Yuang- 
chang Fa, The Roman ombassy of 
A.D. 166 which arcived by way of 
Cochin-China came probably by this 
route, A later embsssy entered tho 
Yangteze river and had an andionce of 
the Emperorof South Obina at Nanking. 
Morchants would at that time bring 
paper from Alexandria with other 
things to soll in Obi d take back silk 
in return. In the sixth oontury Justinian 
heard of the extensive mauufacture of 
silk in Ohina, Two monks, who were 
Nestorian missionaries, wore his inform. 
ante, They had lived in the couutry 
that produced silk, and kuew how 
fabrios of silk were manufactured there. 
Justinian sent the missionaries to bring 
silleworm oggr They went and re- 
tarned safely with the eggs preserved 
in oa From this time Greece be- 
came a seller of native-made silk i 
the markets of the West. It was six 
centuries later before Italy and France 
began to follow the example of Greece, 
and seoured au important share in the 
European silk market. Daring this 
period on several occasions embassies 
were sent to China from the Groek 
Empire. Of these embassies, while one 
object would be to shew sympathy 
with the Nestorian missions, the main 
purpose would be the development of 
tho trade in silk, which made it by 
land or sea a profitable undertaking to 
travel so long a distance. 





























THE ACCUSATIONS AGAINST NATIVE 
CATHOLICS IN CANTON. 
Ir is to bo hoped that in tho intorest 
of Ostholic and other pioneers of civili- 
sation in China some notice will be 
taken of the extraordinary story told 
by @ Correspondent of the Hw Pao, 





writing from Canton. Under the bend- 
ing of ‘Traitors in the Camp, this 
writer states certain facts as being 
within his own knowledge, and adds 
that he was an eye-wilness of the 
proceedings he describes. The Catho- 
lio converts of Canton, be says, have 
fallen under the suspicion of being in 
league with the Frouch, aud of concenl- 
ing stores of firearms and guupowder 
upon theic premises. ‘Their houses 
have been searched, and the accusa- 
tions have been proved trae. Forty 
persons, on being brought before the 
Brigndier-General Chéng, have con- 
fessed their complicity in a plot in 
whioh over two thousand men are im- 
plicated, to rise in the city as soon as 
ever it was attacked by the Frenob, and 
deliver itto theinvader ; stating, farther, 
that they wore led and supplied with 
arms by Frenolimen, Such is the story 
told by a man who says that ho was 
an eye-witness of what is alleged to 
bave taken place, and which is said to 
have been corroborated from many 
independent sources. A considerable 
amount of discount must of course be 
allowed in negotiating such statements 
as these. The implication is of course 
that the Oatholio pri who offered to 
provide bail for the suspected men were 
privy to the plot, and there is no doubt 
that this is very widely believed among 
the Chinese, who are only too ready to 
catch up any story reflecting upon 
Jesnit missionaries. It ia difficult to 
sift the statements we have quoted 
withont further light being thrown 
upon the subject from otber and less 
prejudiced quarters, The same acon- 
sation, as our readers will remember, 
was brought some months ago against 
rta in Wuobaug, and 
ess proved upon ex- 
amination, Now we find it oropping 
up again in Oanton, and this time it 
actually said to have been substanti- 
ated. That it has some foundation in 
fact need not, we think, be doubted. 
In times of disturbanoo and anxioty 
there will always be those who 
afford grounds of suspicion to tho 
authorities, who are naturally on the 
look-out to suspect somebody. Nor 
need there be any hesitation in suppos- 
ing that wero an invading army to 
attack Canton, there would not be 
much delicacy on the part of the in. 
vaders in making use of whatever 
assistance they might procure from 
traitors within the camp. Canton is 
one of the homes and hotbeds of sedi- 
tious sects ; or if it be not so, it has been 
very seriously maligned. Now thero is 
nothing impossible in the idea that 
there may be native converts among 
the members of the sects, and that 
some of those who occupy this donbly 
dabious position may have been arrested 
on suspicion, Our informant is par- 
ticularly reticent as to the method 
of examination pursued at the trial 
of these men, although he says he 
present all the time himself. It is 
scarcely likely that such au enquiry 
should be conducted without tho use of 









































tortare ; and if torture was applied to 
the men, and they then confeased to 
things they had before denied, wo 
would not give a fig for their confes- 
sion, The mere fact that arma and 
weapons were found upon their pre 
mises does not prove that they were 
themselves in complicity with the 
French ; nor need wo attach more im= 
portance to the faot that they were 
professing Catholics, That, indeed, 
would render them all the more likely 
objects of suspicion, and lay them open 
to far severer treatment than if they 
had uo connection whatever with a 
religion that is regarded so distrust. 
fully. If, then, these men are innocent 
of the treachery with which they are said 
to have been charged, we cannot help 
inting out the mischief that may be 
, with the best intentions in the 
world, by those to whom they owe their 
conversion, The right to protect native 
Catholics, claimed by Catholic priests, 
cannot but redonnd to the disadvantage 
of the converts themselves. Such o 
claim rouses the not ununtnral jealousy 
of the native authorities, and prompts 
a hostile attitude at once, No mis. 
sionary has tho slightest right to step 
between a Chinaman and bis lawfal 
nd any attempt at such inter- 
must result badly for both 
parties, And we must eay at tho samo 
time that much of the unfounded and 
absurd suspicions which the Ohivese 
harbour against Catholics, and the 
persecutions arising out of them, aro 
fostered by tho polioy of seoreay and 
lonoe which soms toguide French mis- 
in Obina., Of course it is i 
tio, brutish, what you please, to bel 
the unspeakable stories which bay 
been oironlated and printed in O 
against Ontholios and their 

But wo do say that this makes it all 
the unfairer towards Oatholios, Oatho- 
lioism, and foreigners and foreign things 
generally, not to adopt a more open 
and candid policy in these matters; 
not to invite enquiry and inspection ; 
not to take some measures to prevent 
their good beivg evil spoken of, 
Missionaries oan do much to avert 
suspicion; it is not so easy to rebut 
suspicion when it bas already boon 
excited ; and on no principles of religion 
or politics is it defensible to interfere 
between a people and their governors, 
The more fact that Catholic converts 
are continually the objects of stupid 
suspicion from which Protestant oou- 
verts are wholly free, poiuts to some 
flaw, not in the dootrines held by the 
former, but in the modeby which they are 
enforced. There are not many political 
ims in the Bible; but even in Nero’s 
the persecuted Christians wore on- 
joined to honour the King, and to be 
subject to the reigning powers. Let it be 
once understood in China that these in- 
junotions form part of the teaching of 
Christian missionaries of whatever sect, 
and much of tho distrust which now 
prevails will be dissipated. 
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CHINESE AQUATIC VEGETABLES. 


Thofollowing postacripttoDr.Macgowan’s 
article on plants acclimatizable in the 
United States reached us lately : 

‘Why not experiment with Chineso water 
plants? ‘Those of the sub-tropical Jatitude 
would take kindly to rice regions and to 
marshy lands generally,—where waters do 
not freeze, or freeze but lightly. Among 
those valuable’ esculents is the water eal- 
» (Lrapas bicornis, ling chiao—buffalo- 
horn) sometimos called water chestnut, 
becatise of its flavour; it does not furnish 
much in the way of food, like the Trapa 
hispinosa of Cashmere, but it is valuable 
as afeuit, enduring the severo climate of 
Chihli aud requiring no culture. ‘The next 
in value is a tuber, (ZUlocharis tuberosus) 
water chestnut, althongh the water lily 
(Nelumbium speciosum) perhaps is more 
lused for food (in soine places peuple are 
veritable lothophagi) ; it appears to bo the 
Egyptian bean of Pythazoras. It is rich 
in starch ; its root-stock and secds are alike 
edible; its arrowroot is much used by 
invalids ; its learos are used for wrappil 
paper, while its flowers aro strikingly 
gorgeous and not without frageance, 

Another of the numerous water plants of 
tho Chinese is the colery-liko shouts of the 
chiao-pai (extonding far north), aud yet 

other ia the chin-tsui, water celery, which 
is planted on bamboo rafts covered with 
mud, forming floating-gardens like those 
of ancient Mexico, and modern Kashgar. 
Let the plauts be securely placed in Ward’s 
eases, aud an account of the mode of 
culture sent with the specimens. If auy 
ornamental plauts aro sent, let mo com: 
mend for the sunny aouth, or for conserva 
tories, the ttich-shw, iro tree, the most 
Denutiful of the cycudacie, Ita name comes 
from its property of absorbing nul assimilat- 
ing iron ; when it shows signs of decadence, 
nails are driven into ita trank, which gives 
ita now lease of life.

there has never been anything to show 
that thoy have returned to their own coun 
uy.

A fow weoks ago it 
was announced that this same goueral 
had gone to the Kwangtung-Tonquin fron- 
tier.

‘Tis, 10,000,000, As Aundm is a tributary 
stato to China, of conrse China did every- 
thing to protect her, aud this also is a fuct 
well known to all nations. Now, however, 
France takes Bacninh, Hanoi, and Namdinh, 
and seems tobe inclined to go to war. China, 
on the other h king to the interests 
of commerce, does not Ii gin a war 
on account of such trifling cireuustanc 
Ic scems to us that Frauce relies too much 
on the lav of might against right. At 
the time wlien the present Emperor had 
just come to the throne, aud when 
the whule of Au was in deep 
mourning for the death of the former Em- 
peror, France forced upon her a treaty in 
which the suzerainty of China over Aunant 
ed.

If China really likes to go 
to war with France in order to get Tonquin, 
it'will be like Piedmont taking the King- 
dom of Naples in order to rectify her 
frontiers aud unify her power. If China 
warred with France in order to deliver 
Tonquin from French rule and then to 
restore it to the Annamese King, it would 
be a different. thing altogether, and could 
be justified by alliance or secret treaty, just 
as when Russia delivered Hungary from 
Kossuth’s Magyars and restored it to 
‘Aus But, after proposing a scheme 
of spoliation and robbery of the Annamese 
Kingdom by dividing it with France, 
China can only urge might as her right ; 
and this is surely contrary to her precepts. 
France was quite right in making war 
upon Tonquin, as it was done to enforce 
observance of a Treaty ; and this point is 
one which we must all Uphold, as our own 
ies with China stand on precisely the

am. ‘This appears to mo the correct view 
of the situation ; but all that can bo written

Government now in power in Paris, and 
open the way for one whom all the powers 
of Europe would befriend, ‘This would be 
a great bonefit to the world. 
jut what was the object of the Ch 
Government in permitting the publica 
of this famous Decree 7—for I cannot doubt 
that it was intended, for a specilic purpose, 
that you should publish it. Is it meant 
merely to erento alarm, as was the report 
of 15,000 troops having crossed the fronti 
at Mongkai? It is possible, and quite in 
Accordance with the policy of the Marquis 
‘Pséng. ‘The more I think of it, the more 
convinced I am that it is simply a ballon 
@easai to work on the feelings of the French 
Government and the minds of people at 
home. China does not want to go to war. 
But she wants people to think she does ; 
aiud this document is just suited for 
her purpose, ai calculated by a 
astute policy’ as very likely to make the 
desired impression, Now unless China 
meaus fighting, it will prove a dangerous 
game,—not only at presout, but hereafter ; 
48 all such manifestoes in’ future will be 
treated with silent contempt. As for Liu 
Tung-fu, the Decree will uot improve hi 
Position’ towards the French ; in fact 
will compromise hin 
Southern Viceroys wi shell out 
their sycee to pay the expenses of war is 
another matter for consideration. This casts 
a shadow of doubt over the professed inten- 
tions of the Government. If Peking had 
-eent to Yiinnan a million taels of silver, 
one might really think that China was in 
earnest ; but coolly telling others to find 
the money looks like crying out “Go along” 
instead of Come along "—a very material 
distinction, 

Believe me, the publication of the Decreo 
is only intended to create alarm for which 
there is no just cause, and to produce an 
impression on the public mind to suit the 
purposes of the Government.

MAJOR HOLLIDAY'S VOLUNTEER CIRCULAR, 
To the Editor of the 
Noxru-Cursa Duty News. 

Sm,—I much regret that the private 
circular I deemed it advisable to address 
to the members of the S.V.C. should be 
creating so much ‘wonder and amuse- 
ment.” You have of course good authority 
for making such an assertion, and so it is 
doubtless true. I cau only say that if it be 





so it makes the thankless duties I have 
undertaken to perform all the more dis- 
heartening. My object in now addressing 
you—and I do so most unwillingly—is to 
point out that the manner in which you 
have expressed your opinion upon the 
circular in question is calculated to mis- 
lead those who have not seen it—and to 
prove prejudicial to the service generally. 
As you have not thought fit in the first 
instance to respect the privacy of such a 
communication, why not have printed it 
in full instead of quoting a fow lines and 
leaving it to be supposed that there are yet 
other, what you are pleased to call, ‘sen- 
sational_apostrophes ?”—whereas the only 
asons I gave in urging the members of the 
elves as efficient as 
possible were the two you mentioned, 
mely, “the extreme gravity of the pre- 
sent situation,” aud “that the servicesof the 
Corps may be called for at any moment.” 
Can you dispute the truth of either of these 
reasons? Is there the slightest doubt as 
to the gravity of the situation? China is 
on the very brink of a war with France. Ié 
this takes place, and it appears inevitable, 
what must be tho result? ‘The whole coun- 
try will be roused against the French. It is 
quite possible that there will be attempte 
massacres in the out-of-the-way places, and 
it is more than reasonable to suppose that 
some demonstration will take place against 
them here in Shanghai ; and we (Europeans 
generally) will all have to stand by each 
other, not only to protect them, but to 
prevent the disturbances spreading and 
perhaps breaking out in our very midst, 
‘As regards my second ronson, it is very 
evident you do not know the real stato of 
things, or you would never treat the 
matter as lightly as you do. It i 
take the trouble to walk round 
mont, especially through the Chinese quar- 
ters, you will find there are immense 
numbers of native soldiers loafing about, 
@ great portion of them wearing their 
military coats turned inside out. Again, 
for years past we have had growing 
up in our midst a distinct section of 
the native community who may also 
be called “loafers,” most of them notorious 
charactors from Tientsin, Ningpo, Chusa 
other surrounding’ districts. They 
aro steadily increasing in number year by 
year, and at the moment there are somo 
thousands of them in and about the 
place, their ranks having been cousiderabl; 
Augmented during the last fow months. fi 
has only to be added it is well known that 
very many of them are armed with revolvers, 
etc. aud it must be recognized that we 
have on the spot the elements for sorious 
trouble and disturbances in the future, 
should anything go wrong. In publicly 
making known these facts I can assure you 
Iam not doing so in the spirit of an 
“alarmist.” My own opinion is that we 
have no reason at all to be in the slightest 
degree anxious about the presence of these 
people in the place; they are actuated by 
no special antagonism to Europeans gen- 
erally, and aro simply tho usual hangers-on 
of a large and prosperous place like Shang- 
hai; but should trouble occur, should there 
be anything in the 
monstration, there can 
will only too willingly join in, and it is not 
necessary for me to point out with what 
result. A good many mombers of the 
community appear to have a very hazy 
idea as to what duties the Volunteers can 
and may be called upon to perform ; indeed 
I fear this is also the case with many who 
are actually in the service itself. ‘There 
seems to be an impression that the Volun- 
teers are only to be called out should any 
attempt be made upon the lites of the 
European community ; and with the remote 
probability of such a thing ever taking place 
many of the latter object to the expenditure 
for keeping up the force. The fact is the 
‘Volunteers are simply an auxiliary force to 
the Police, aud may be called out for service 
at-any moment for the maintenance of 






































































































good order and the protection of property. 
‘Tn the case of the Builders’ Riots lust year, 
when at one time it was feared the mob 
would be too much for the Police, Thad a 
written order handed to me, duly signed 
by the Chairman of the Council, authorizing 
me to call out the Force and take such 
steps as I might deom necessary for th 
restoration of the public order. Should 
any public disturbances take place, the 
Police Force, even on its enhanced footing — 
say 75 Europeans all told (of which only 
half as yet are actually in the place)—would 
be powerless to keep in check a mob which 
even upon a moderate computation would 
probably not be less than four or five 
Bionsand persous, the greater, portion. of 
which would consist of disbanded soldiers 
and professional lonfers, ‘The moat ordinary 
way of starting a general disturbance, an 
the one that is always adopted by tho 
Chinese, is incendiarism. Supposing the 
Settlement were sot fire to in several dif- 
ferent places, the mob of would-be looters 
and pillagers would divide themselves into 
as many different bodies, whilst the police 
would have to be broken up into small 
parties of ten or adozon each, and so be 
even still less able to_do any good or 
afford any protection, Under such ciroum- 
stances the Volunteers would at onco bo 
called out, rapidly divided up and des- 
atsied 19 tho saveral points whore any 
Tanger. or trouble was to. be apprehend 
ed, and it would require something more 
than ordinary mob powers to do any injury 
to the place. Our numbers now reac 
something over three hundred, and wo 
should have no dificulty in promptly sup- 
pressing anything that might occur here 
short of an actual attack upon the Sottle- 
by properly organized troops, But to 
do this effectually it is absolutely neo 
that the men should be thoroughly in hand, 
aud yet I sm compolled to acknowledge 
that out of those now on our roll, there are 
certainly not a hundred all told that I con- 
sider Gt to be taken into any situation 
calling for cooluess, steadiness, implicit 
obedience, aud above all who aro capable of 
carrying ont any movement that they may 
be instructed to make. I am sure the mem~- 
bers of the Force do not recognize the 
actual disadvantage it is to thomsolvos 
personally—to be only a little drilled and 
not sufficiently so, There is no moro 
terrible position than that of a disor- 
ganized half trained body, and if men 
are not capable of carrying out the in- 
structions given them, especially in tho 
confined limits of a street, at a time of 
difficulty and danger, such as the one they 
must inevitably find themsel in, the 
ouly remnant left to them of their imperfect 
training is the idea to “wait for orders.” 
Their own efficiency will probably hi 
separated them from those to whom they 
look for guidance and direction, and men, 
who would otherwise be full of energy and 
resource, fully capable of extricating them- 
selves from almost any difficulty, are ren- 
dered powerless aud helpless, an easy proy 
to any one attacking them. 

‘My one sole object since Ihave beon 
entrusted with the command of the 8.V.C. 
has been to have them ready, or in other 
words to know that should the time ever 
come when they would be obliged to 
“take the field” I could feel « perfect con- 
fidence in them and have not the slightest 
hesitation in taking them anywhere. But 
unless they will qualify to do exactly 
what they may be told I am simply 
powerless; they utterly cripple my best 
efforts and in no way improve their own. 
‘To this end, and to point out to the members 
of the Force the serious responsibilities ey 
iucur by taking the municipal shilling, 
have on several occasions reminded them 
in a barometrical fashion of the position of 
the moment, and tried to yet them to pre- 
pare for the approaching storm. It is 
Impossible for me to write to each man 
separately, aud so I have to communicate 
with them by meaus of printed circulars, 
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which are always headed “ private, 
these circumstances I must strongly protest 
against any of the public prints taking any 
notice of these circulars and commenting 
upon them in any way. It is contrary to the 
canons both of good taste and common 
sense, and only serves to increase the many 
difficulties I have already to contend with. 
Suppose the hour of trial did come, and we 
wore not equal to the occasion, on whom 
would the blame fall? On the man to whom 
the community had entrusted the training 
and preparation of the Corps. And in all 
probability the first to raiso the outery 
and condemn his incapacity would be the 
Editor of the Daily News. Why, in the 
name of common justice, not give him a 
chance, then?

HISTORY OF CHINESE GUNPOWD! 

How long ago did the Chinese discover 
the deflacrating property of saltpeter, and 
the fact that it is explosive when combined 

it charcoal ? 
jung, in his work on al- 
chemy, about A.D. 320, 
receipt for making gold which con: 
one pound each of bole, saltpeter, talc, 
proxide of iron, and half a pound of sul- 
phur. These, with other substanc 
placed in a latge iron cylinder of 14 inche 
height, and the same in diameter. ‘This 
mixture remained over a fire for three days 
and nights, till a purple powder was pro- 
duced, and then gold. Alchemists worked 
with these chemicals and others, such as 
cinnabar, sealgar, alum, lead-ore, sulphate 
of copper, &e., for several centuries from 
about the Christian era downward. 

Fireworks made with powder are first 
distinctly mentioned early in the seronth 
century, when the court was amused by 
them under the name of Hwa yaw tsa 
hi, “gunpowder amusements of various 
kinds.” “During the same period the 
custom of throwing strips of bamboo 
into the fre to cause a detonating sound 
had grown up for the purpose of driving 
away evil epitits, As soon as the deton- 












































it took the place .of bamboo as an expeller 
of demons.” ‘Tho Chineso discovered the 
deflagrating property and the power to ex- 
plode with a loud report. 

‘When did the Chinese first uso orna- 
mental fireworks? 

Answer.—As above stated, early.in the 
seventh century, Since the Arabs traded 
with Canton from the time of Mahomet, 
and alchemy flourished at Bagdad during 
the eighth century and onwards, any thing 
of « chemical natuce so striking as 
works would be certainly conveyed from 
China to Bagdad by the Arabs in their 
ships. 

‘Trading colonies of Arabs resided then 
in Chinese ports. They would speak Chi- 
nese and convey a knowledge of Chinese 
chemistry to the court of the Caliplis ; gun- 
powder would then find its way from China, 
where it had been the means of affording 
amusement to a court, to Bagdad, and 
gradually, in the hands of Arabian che- 
inists, become thechief constituent andmain 
source of elticiency in modern artillery. 

Was the tirst military use of gunpowder 
in tho form of rockets and arrows propelled 
by chemical force through the air? 

Answer. ‘The Chineso began very early 
to make what they call fire-atrows and 
other implements to set fire to the enemy's 
tents, boats, &e. In the year A.D. 998, 
it began to be a common thing to present 
to the"Eiiperor models of fire-arrows, firo- 
balls, and fire-spikes. Some kind of ox- 
plosive,” or at least incendiary material, 
accompanied all these, But what it was 
we do not know.” Fire-balls soom to imply 
the action of gunpowder, ‘Th

When did the Chinese firat uso’ gun 
powder as 8 propelling force ? 

Answer. ‘Tho Ming history tells us (in 
the military section) that ‘the ancient 
machines for throwing stones by: slings 
wore called pla, and that it was the 
Mongel dynasty” which first used the 
‘Western cannon also kuown as p'ax, The 
history adds that the occasion was at the 
seige of Taai-Chew. This city was besieged 
by the Mongols in 1234, which was the

Answer. Gunpowder, as explained above,

application to artillery must be supposed 
to havo boon made first by tho Arabs. In 
A.D, 1200, balls wore propslled by gunpow- 
in India, In A.D. 1280, the Moora uaed 
artillery and gunpowdor against Cordova. 
At an earlier period, A.D. 1118, the Moors 
hhad artillery at Saragossa, In'1167 darta 
and stones woro thrown by fire in the 
Moorish wars. Doubtless the uso of artil- 
ery in India means its uso by the Moham- 
modan rulers of that country. ‘The Ohinese 
testimonies to a Mohammedan origin for 
fhe use of gunpowder in propelling aro the 
following. ‘Tho passago of the Ming his- 
tory, above clted in spanking of Si yi pau, 
 Wostorn cannon,” in fact, uses a term 
which usually means Mohammedan in the 
apocch of that timo. In the Sung history, 
under the year 1269, a cortain kind of gun 
is called Hwei hwoi p'au, “ Mohammedan 
cannon.”

‘This does not, of course, purport to be 
a complete account of the tributaries. It 
takes no notice of anything that happened 
before the present dynasty. Cores, Liu- 
chit, Anuai aud apparently Burmal had 
deen tributaries of the Ming Emperors and 
possibly of some of the preceding dynasties 
But uo claim appears to have been made 
‘on that account by ti i dynasty. It 
isin every caso the inferior nation that 
makes the first move by praying for recog- 
nition, and in the caso of those that had 
been tributaries before, the 
by tho Mings, such ‘as tl 
document of investiture, had to be del 
vered up before they could formally be 
recognized. ‘This was probably to mak 
sure that they renounced their wld alley’ 
auce in case of a renewal of the struggle 
for the throne, 

Nor was any compulsion used in keeping 
as tributaries thoxe that had once been 
recognised. Even in the case of Corea and 
Liuchu, whose relations with China were 
for more intimate than those of any other 
power, the kings do not appoar to have 
invariably sought investiture. There are
